T He Letters from Madrid of the 3d Inftant in- 

finuate, That that C trt will not be fatisfied 
with the Additions made to the Proje@ for a Truce, 
in favour of the Infant Don Carlos, That it was 
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‘pélieved: the King will not appoint any Minitte's 
tothe Courts of France, Great Britain and Holland 
before thenew Year. By which Fime ’tis hoped 
togive an Account of the Negociations for a Ge- 
neral Peace being happily fiaifhed. 

Thofe from Vienna fay, That Count Sinzendorf, 
the Emperor’s Plenipoteatiary, was foon ¢xpeéted 
there from Paris, but he takes few Domefticks with 
him, and leaves his Houfes at Fountainbleau aad 
Soiffuas, to the end that afterthe Peace or Truce 
hasbeen brought, he might go to put the kt 
Hand tothat great Work.
